Paralysis, for which the March 
of Dimes is conducted, did all the 
pecking, and made airline tickets 
available for the children, all of 
whom were under four years old. 
Mrs. Warren was apart from her 
children for six months. She was 
paralyzed from the neck Jown. 
Baby Timothy had polio, too, as 
his mother suspected, but this was j 
not confirmed as a fact until the 
family moved to Mann. 
Her husband, now a lieutenant 
w ith the 41st Air Rescue Squadron 
at Hamilton Air Force Base, was 
stationed then at Westover Air 
Base, Mass., but was transferred 
to Florida to be near his wile. 
Then she became an out-patient 
of the hospital for several months. 
In 
January she discovered

v as to be a mother again. Treat­ 
m ents were discontinued and her 
Air Force husband was ordered to 
duty in the Korean War. With her 
children back at her home she 
made arrangements to move to 
Japan to be near her husband.

Ike Easing Hawaii To Statehood 


When Idaho Senator Rocked Boat 


By WALTER LIPPMANN 


For those who have not yet 
paid too much attention to the 
controversy it must be very con­ 
fusing to find that the supporters 
and the opponents of the Brick­ 
er amendment both contend that 
they are trying to preserve the 
C o n s t ltution.. 
Both of these 
c o n f 1 lc t i ng I 
claim' 
cannot 
be right, andi 
we 
may well 
a s k ourselves 
how this has 
come about. 
Wh e n 
we 
look at Section 
O n e 
o f the 
Brickep amend­ 
ment we read that “a provision 
of a treaty which conflicts with 
this Constitution shall not be of 
any force or effect." Now *110 
President, no Congress add no 
court has ever held or suggested 
that a treaty could be in con­ 
flict with the Constitution and 
could override it. Therefore, in 
regard to the words of Section 
One there can be do dispute. 


AS IT HAPPENS, however, the 
words have a double meaning. 
When the 
Bricker 
amendment 
speaks of "this Constitution” it 
is not speaking about the Con­ 
stitution as it has stood for a 
century and a half since it was 
adopted. Sen. Bricker means a 
Constitution which has been rad­ 
ically altered 
by 
the 
Bricker 
amendment. 
This radical alteration is to be 
found in Section Two, which says 
that "a treaty shall become ef­ 
fective as internal law in the 
United States only through leg­ 
islation which would be valid in 
the absence of treaty.” 
This is a radical and in the 
literal meaning of the words a 
reactionary alteration of the his­ 
toric Constitution. It would re­ 
store to the States, to each and 
every state, that power to nullify 
treaties winch thev relinquished 
when they adopted the Consti­ 
tution. 


THERE ARE OTHER features 
of the Bricker amendment which 
deal not with the powers of the 
federal government but with how 
those powers shall be exercised 
by the organs of the federal gov­ 
ernment. These features are. one 
may believe, clumsy and inex­ 
pedient. But at least they do not 
subvert the fundamental struc­ 
ture of the Constitution. 
But the deep and fundamental 
objection to the Bricker amend­ 
ment is th at it strikes at the 
sovereign power of the nation in 
its dealing with foreign powers. 
Section Two ordains that for al­ 
most all treaties the approval of 
the 48 state governments would 
be necessary. What it meam to 
say is that under the Bricker 
amendment the federal govern­ 
ment would lose the sovereign 
power to negotiate and to agree 
with foreign governments.

WASHINGTON (/¡Pi — For a 
•chile it seemed President Eisen­ 
hower might be able to steer Ha­ 
waii into statehood without too 
much trouble. Then a member 
of his own party, Sen Dworshak 
of Idaho, rocked the boat. 
For more than 15 years con­ 
gressional 
c o m m itte e s 
have 
batted around the question of 
letting the territories of Hawaii 
and Alaska become states. The 
Senate has been the bottleneck. 
The House gave approval for 
Hawaii three times, in 1947, 1950 
and 1953, and for Alaska oner, 
in 1950. The Senate, never for 
either 
Democrats a n d Republicans 
have talked about statehood for 
both territories for 
years, 
but 
most of the time m such w easel- 
words in their campaign plat­ 


forms 
as 
favoring 
statehood 
“eventually.” 
In 1948 the Democrat* got bold 
and favored “immediate’' state­ 
hood for both. But former Presi­ 
dent Truman couldn’t get the 
Democratic-controlled 
Congress 
to carry through. In their 1952 
platform the Democrats repeated 
themselves. 
In that year, with Eisenhower 
heading the ticket, the Repub­ 
licans came out for “immediate” 
statehood for Hawaii 
but. 
for 
Alaska,

abling act. 
Ironically enough, in the 1952 
elections Alaska, Democratic for 
> ears, elected a Republican Legis­ 
lature while in Hawaii, tradition­ 
ally Republican, the Democrat* 
made gains.

White House, Eisenhower asked 
his Republican-controlled Con­ 
gress to let Hawaii into the 
Union. 
The House okayed a statehood 
bill for Hawaii. But not the Sen­ 
ate. It was supposed to act this 
year. Two weeks ago Eisenhower 
again urged Hawaiian statehood, 
and again passed over Alaska. 
If the Senate Interior and In­ 
sular Affairs Committee sent up 
a bill on Hawaii alone, it might 
get quick action and might even 
pass the Senate. If then an Alas­ 
ka bill came up later, or separ­ 
ately, Alaska would probably be 
pushed aside. 
But if the committee sent up 
one bill combining Hawaii and 
Alaska, neither might get ap­ 
proval, since some senators want 
statehood for Alaska and some 
don't and there'd be & general 
mixup and maybe stalemate. 


THIS WEEK the committee, on 
which the Republicans have a 
majority, took up the question. 
Before the voting, this was the 
outlook: only 
one 
Republican, 
Sen. Malone of Nevada, and all 
the Democrat* — except Sen. 
Long of Louisiana, who had com­ 
mitted himself to Hawaii —- f a ­ 
vored a combined Hawau-Ala*- 
ka bill; and all the other Repub­ 
licans would go for a single bill 
on Hawaii. 
But the vote when it came— 
it was 8-7—was for a combined 
bill. Dvvor>hak had voted with 
Malone and the Democrats. Why? 
He said later: “To force a show­ 
down. This statehood thing has 
been kicking around since the 
year one.” 
Unless the full Senate itself 
separates 
the 
two 
territories 
when it gets the bill, Hawau's 
chances of statehood thia year 
don’t look too good. Alaska this 
year, as last year, seems to have 
no chance at all. 
So Eisenhower, who got his 
first victory this week with Sen­ 
ate approval of the St. Lawreme 
sea wav, got his first real bump 
of 1954 on the statehood bill. 


WHEN SEN. Bricker is talking 
to the general public he likes 
to give the impression that he 
is out to preserve the historic 
Constitution under 
which 
the 
nation has lived for a century 
and a half. Only a week ago, for 
example, he charged the Presi­ 
dent with believing th at by the 
simple act of making a treaty 
with another country, the fed­ 
eral government 
is 
"able 
to 
clothe itself with authority in­ 
consistent with the Constitution.” 
But at other times, when he 


is in the presence of competent 
lawyers — as for example before 
the Judiciary Committee — he 
does not pretend that the treaty 
power clothes the federal gov­ 
ernment with authority inconsis­ 
tent with the Constitution. 


ON THE contrary, he admits 
th at his objection is to the Con­ 
stitution as the American people 
have known it, and that what he 
is meaning to do is not to pre­ 
serve, but to change in a funda­ 
mental way that Constitution. 
The real question is whether 
a statute of a state can set up 
a 
“lawful impediment” 
to 
a 
treaty 
to 
which 
the 
United 
States had agreed. 


THIS IS THE crux of the con­ 
troversy which turns upon Sec­ 
tion Two of the Bricker amend­ 
ment. Shall we now restore to 
each state the power, which the 
states had under the Articles of 
Confederation, but gave up when 
the Constitution was adopted — 
namely the 
power to 
nullify 
within its 
own 
jurisdiction 
a 
treaty made by the federal gov­ 
ernment? 
This radical and drastic and 
reactionary 
c h a n g e 
in 
the 
American Constitutional system 
is necessary, says Sen. Bricker, 
in order to “preclude . 
. a per­ 
sistent threat to the liberties of 
the American people.” How doe* 
his amendment go about preclud­ 
ing these 
allegedly 
persistent 
threats? 


By making it as difficult a* 
possible, short of the outright 
prohibition 
of 
all 
treaties, to 
carry out a treaty. 


UNDER BRICKERS proposed 
Constitution a treaty would first, 
as is the case now, have to be 
approved by the President and 
two-thirds of the Senate. 


Then, in addition, it would 
have to be enacted as an inter­ 
nal law' by a majority of both 
Houses of Congress. Then if, as 
is so often the case, the treaty 
deals with property right*, com­ 
mercial rights, fisheries, the tax­ 
ation of aliens, it would have 
also to be enacted — remember­ 
ing that Nebraska has only one 
House — in the 95 legislative 
chambers of the 48 states and to 
be approved by the 48 governors. 


As absurd as it sounds, can or 
will Sen. Bricker say that this is 
not what Section Two means? 
Will he or any other supporter 
of Section Two explain how such 
a process could be avoided? 


THE 
CROWNING 
argument 
against the amendment is that 
the Constitution already ha* an 
unquestioned 
a n d 
c 0 nclusive 
remedy against any conceivable 
abuse of the treaty-making pow­ 
er, against any error be it delib­ 
erate or accidental which could 
in any way threaten the rights 
and liberties of our people. 


This is the indubitable power 
of Congress to pass an Act set­ 
ting aside an internal law the 
provision of any treaty. 


This power was exercised by 
Congress in the so-called Chin­ 
ese Exclusion cases, 
and 
was 
completely 
sustained 
by 
th e 
courts. 


This power of Congresi to re­ 
peal the provisions of a treaty, 
insofar as they are internal law 
of the United States, provides a 
remedy which is always available 
against any of the abuses which 
the amendment professes to be 
trying to prevent.

ALLIES ARE TRADING- 
U.S. Businessmen Yearn 
For Trade With Red China

Whether the 
United 
States 
likes it or not. its allies steadily 
are building up their trade with 
Russia and Red China. 
American businessmen, too. are 
getting restless 
over 
the 
fact 
that a market of more than 700 
million people is lying fallow. 
And no doubt, it was at last par­ 
tially responsible for 
President 
Eisenhqwer’s assertion last week 
that hi^ administration 
is 
re­ 
viewing the whole question of 
trade 
with 
Communist 
coun­ 
tries. 
A 
Minnesota 
businessman's 
proposal to barter surplus United 
State* butter and cottonseed oil 
for Russian goods was one ex­ 
ample of attempts to find legit­ 
imate avenues of trade with the 
Reds. 
Also interested is the American 
Automobile industry The British 
Board 
of Trade 
already has 
okayed sales of light cars to Red 
China. 
In no case has there been a 
suggestion that tlie ban 011 the 
sale of 
strategic, w a r-makmg 
goods to the Reds be lifted, but 
rather that the list of strategic 
goods, might be revised in the 


light of events. 
Two and perhaps three ele­ 
ments are immediately obvious 
in the gradual shift of opinion 
toward trade with the Reds. 
One is the easing of world ten­ 
sion* generally. Another is the 
change in the Soviet 
approach 
which no longer demands strate­ 
gic goods such as oil tankers and 
machine tools but 
instead 
is 
willing to take consumer goods. 
And a third is a build-up in 
the world competitive situation 
as West Germany and Japan 
battle to regain their positions. 
London's financial Times re­ 
cently compiled official figures 
illustrating the scope of the race 
for trade with Red China. 
The figures showed that ex­ 
ports to Red China from 13 coun- 
, tries jumped by more than 50 
per cent during the first eight to 
10 months of 1953 over the year 
before. Imports from Rid China 
increased by more than one third. 
Ceylon topped the list, with 
Switzerland, 
Germany, France 
and Britain next. 
The United Slates showed up 
exports but in the 
first 
eight 
months imported $4,600.000 from 
Red China and nine million dol­ 
lars through Hong Kcng. 


Health Plan 
Of Knight 
Pondered 
By HENRY C. MacARTHUR 


SAQRAMENTO (CNS> —Gov­ 
ernor Goodwin J. Knight’s sug­ 
gestion for combatting “catas­ 
trophic illness” 
in 
California, 
through a deductible health in­ 
surance policy, is bound to open 
some new thinking on socialized 
medicine, regardless of whether 
or not his plan is practical, 
Knight is an out and out op­ 
ponent of socialized medicine, 
and is not reluctant to say so. 
On the other hand, he does not 
believe, as he expressed in a 
press conference, that the sub­ 
ject should be dismissed with 
"name-calling,’ and that some 
substitute 
should 
be 
offered 
which will protect the public in 
cases where the family cannot 
handle medical expenses of ex­ 
traordinary consequence. 


THF GOVERNOR commented 
on the situation on the heels of 
President Eisenhower's sugges­ 
tion for a subsidized health plan, 
with which he said he did not 
agree, and the state's chief exec­ 
utive declared that his own sug­ 
gestion was made as far back as 
1950, when, he stated, "it received 
but little attention 
because 
I 
was only the lieutenant gover­ 
nor.” 
Simply put, Knight’s sugges­ 
tion is this — insurance com­ 
panies would write health insur­ 
ance policies on somewhat the 
same basis as autmobile insur­ 
ance. That Is. for minor illnesses, 
the public would pay up to a 
certain amount, and after that, 
the insurance would take care of 
the extraordinary costs. 


THE ANALOGY, he 
pointed 
out, between his suggestion and 
automobile damage insurance, is 
that in instances up to a cer­ 
tain point, the car owner pays 
for damages to his car. But if the 
car is wrecked, the insurance 
company takes care of the bill. 
Similarly, the. 
public 
would 
take care of such minor illnesses 
as sore throats, colds, and other 
illnesses not of a catastrophic 
nature, but when a big illness 
came along that 
bid 
fair 
to 
drain 
the 
family 
pocketbook, 
then 
the 
voluntary insurance 
■would take care of the doctor 
and hospital bills 


IN 
THE 
EVENT 
insurance 
companies failed to adopt such 
policies, which Knight said were 
actuarily sound, then 
he 
pro­ 
posed th at a bill be put before 
the state legislature which would 
set up a state insurance fund, 
somewhat similar to workmen’s 
compensation, but wholly on a 
voluntary basis. There the public 
could buy insurance against cat- 
athrophic illnesses. 
If the state did set up 4uch 
a plan, Kmght indicated he be­ 
lieved that all of the general 
public would have' the oppor­ 
tunity of buying state insurance 
on an equal basis, rather thanr 
on the basis of present health 
insurance plans fostered by pri­ 
vate companies, which give low­ 
er rates to groups than to indi­ 
vidual purchasers. 


ASKED WHETHER the insur­ 
ance companies would take part 
in such a system without com­ 
pulsion, the governor said he be­ 
lieved they would. He said in 
fact, that some 
concerns 
are 
working on the problem at the 
present time. But as far as he 
knows, there is no place in Cali- 
forpia as yet where the public 
can buy deductible health in­ 
surance. 


Juror Parking Stickers 


Would End Hardship

The people who are called to 
serve on juries at the county 
courthouse and who drive cars, 
do not have consideration from 
the San Rafael Police Depart­ 
ment. 


I have been called to jury sev­ 
eral times this year and every 
time some people on that jury 
have had tickets to square with 
the traffic bureau. 


Those on the panel of jurors 
are compelled to give their time, 
regardless of hardship, for $5 a 
day plus bus fare. No allowance 
for the difference in what they 
would receive in their own job. 


I do not own a car, but many 
jurors have told me that they 
could not find a place to park 
near the courthouse and not get 
an overparking ticket. 
Besides giving their time as a 
citizen for just a pittance, they 
are put to the inconvenience and 
maybe a fine from the traffic 
bureau if they can’t talk fast 
enough. 
If Marin County can’t afford 
parking space for legitimate jur­ 
ors, why not provide stickers for 
cars to be included with the 
notice to appear for jury duty? 
Another sticker could be given 
to the driver* by the bailiff of 
each court for 
the 
succeeding 
day. 
This morning ( Jan. 19» a lot 
of people were called and it was 
12:30 before the final jury was 
impaneled. A lot ol people were 
in bad with the traffic bureau 
with resultant loss to them, the 
traffic bureau, judges and what 
have you.

I would like to take issue with 
Mr, Frank Peters of Sausalito.

Mr. Peters is thumping the tub 
in favor of a blackout on ages 
in the news. As I recall his let­ 
ter (Jan. 15) he contends that 
the only possible circumstances 
under which such information 
(a person’s age» could be con­ 


sidered germane would have to 
do with the legal age of voting, 
sale of intoxicating beverages to 
minors, or, in other words, where 
the age has in some way a def­ 
inite bearing upon the facts at 
hand. 


I submit that quite often th« 
ages involved make the story. 
For example, it is of little inter­ 
est to us that Jessica Smith m ar­ 
ries Hector Jones — until we 
learn that Jessica is 99 and Hec­ 
tor Ls to graduate from high 
school next week. 


But there is a still more com­ 
pelling reason for including the 
age of a person in the story. It 
is one of the identifying marks 
which doesn't — except in the 
ease of women, from time to 
time—vary. It is seldom that we 
encounter in the news a name 
so singular or unusual that it 
could not conceivably belong to 
several persons. Neither can we 
look upon a person’s address as 
a sure means of identification. 
People move about quite fre­ 
quently. The age, therefore, be­ 
comes just another check which 
enables us at length to announce: 


“That WAS Lushwell that was 
arrested 
for 
drunken 
driving. 
He’ll be 29 in September.” 


Mr. Peters’ letter hint* darkly 
at such things as invasion of 
privacy in connection with the 
publication 
of 
ages. 
Couldn't 
such reasoning conceivably be 
carried to addresses and finally 
to names, 
occupations, 
height, 
weight and any other identifying 
marks you care to mention? It is, 
of course, facetious to suggest 
that ages of society women might 
one day be included in the pic­ 
ture captions. Newspapers have 
never to my knowledge indulged 
in such breaches of etiquette and 
no doubt never will. But so long 
as age commands a blank space 
on police reports and other docu­ 
ments of public record, it would 
appear the press is completely 
within bounds in using them. . ..

The southeastern section of the 
United States has turned out to 
be a sort of fountain of youth for 
heart patients, if not for the rest 
of the searchers for eternal life j 
and youth. Every year, there is \ 
an annual pilgrimage of heart pa­ 
tients to these states. 
Climate appears to be an im­ 
portant factor in both the occur­ 
rence and the severity of rheu­ 
matic type of heart disease. 
In the northern part of the 
United States, rheumatic heart 
infection and its permanent in­ 
volvement of the heart valves 
occur five times more frequently 
than in the southern parts of this 
country. It is believed that the 
lesser occurrence of this disease 
is due to the comparatively low' 
occurrence of upper respiratory 
infections, 
especially 
those 
as­ 
sociated with the streptococcus 
germ that is a supposed contrib­ 
uting cause of rheumatic fever. 
The mildness of the climate al­ 
lows much more time to be spent 
outdoors, less crowding indoors, 
and less spread of infection. It is 
a well known fact that crowding 
increases the incidence of rheu­ 


matic fever and too often It oc­ 
curs in several members of the 
same family. 
OTHER TYPES BENEFITED 
Other types of heart disease 
patients also migrate regularly to 
the southern climates. 
Persons who suffer from heart 
disease due to high blood pressure 
or hardening of the arteries have 
a 
greater tendency to develop 
heart failure when they contract 
upper respiratory and lung in­ 
fections. The chances of this oc­ 
curring in southern climates are 
ereatly reduced. 
It is a w'ell known fact t h a t; 
many people have heart attacks 
and constriction of the blood ves­ 
sels of the heart in cold w eather.! 
Many heart patients are there­ 
fore 
instructed 
not 
to 
w?alk 
against a cold wind. Thus, by 
moving to a milder climate, these 
heart patient« are helped through 
a winter which they might other­ 
wise have to spend indoors. 
It has been found that heart 
patients are very comfortable and 
do best in a temperature of from 
sixty-tight to seventy-two degrees 
Fahrenheit, with a humidity that 
ranges from forty-eight to sev­ 
enty-two per cent.
